HOW “THE GARDEN” 
CAN HELP YOU 


Topical Points from recent issues. 


TRANSPLANTING. 
A number of trees—such as box, hollies 
and other evergreens—may be trans- 
planted at the present time where such 
operations are contemplated. Lift each 
plant with a good ball of soil, and after 
planting afford a liberal supply of water. 
Make the trees secure against rough winds, 
then each one will produce new roots 
before the winter sets in. Cuttings of 
laurel, box and other evergreens can be 
inserted at this season, selecting a 
partially shaded border. 
BEDS AND BORDERS. 
If a spring display is to be provided, the 
flower beds and borders should be cleared 
of their summer occupants. The soil, if 
in good heart, need not be manured, but 
simply dug over, then slightly firmed with 
the feet and nicely raked. The planting 
of narcissi, hyacinths, tulips, arabis, 
myosotis and wallflowers should then be 
taken in hand. The depth to plant may 
vary according to the soil and size of 
bulb; but from 3ins. to 6ins. deep may 
be taken as a good average. The bulbs 
and plants may be intermixed or other- 
wise, just as the individual taste and 
requirements of the place demand. 
BEETROOT. 
Preparations should be made now to have 
the crops secured and placed under cover. 
Careful lifting and handling of the roots 
are necessary so that none gets damaged. 
To defoliate each root, the leaves may be 
screwed or twisted off with the hand. 
The roots should then be sized and placed 
underneath a bench or other suitable 
place in one of the sheds, in two or three 
heaps, according as the selection has been 
made. Each clamp should be covered with 
sand or fine soil. 
WEEDS. 
It has been a difficult matter to prevent 
some weeds producing seeds this summer, 
and where such was the case a fine crop 
of seedlings has appeared. At this period 
they make rapid growth, and unless they 
are removed the crops will be covered. 
In addition to making free use of the hoe, 
hand weeding must be resorted to and the 
weeds carried off. If the ground is kept 
clean, it will dry more quickly and the 
crops benefit thereby. 
IRIS TINGITANA. 
This beautiful iris is very useful for pot 
culture. Five or six bulbs may be placed 
in a 6in. pot, afterwards standing them 
in a cold frame. Early in the New Year, 
when they are well rooted and growing, 
they may be introduced to a warm green- 
house, where they will quickly produce 
their flowers, which are very useful for a 
supply of cut flowers. Water must be 
carefully afforded at the roots, as they 
quickly suffer from over-watering.

ABSOLUTELY THE BEST. 
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A FRANS GREENWOOD GOBLET 


HE goblet here illustrated has recently been acquired 
by the Victoria and Albert Museum. 
of the art of Frans Greenwood—the first to find its way 
to South Kensington—and is one of the dozen or so 
recorded pieces still extant. 
English name, was born at Rotterdam in 1680; in 1726 he was 
living at Dordrecht in Holland, where he died in 1761 or 1762. 
Very little is known of his life, character or associates, but the 
art he practised was one he evolved himself and one that has 
earned him a sure place in the history of applied art. His 
technique was strictly analogous to stipple engraving or mezzo- 
it consisted in pitting the surface of the glass with a 
pointed (presumably diamond-pointed) instrument, and in this 


tint: 


manner producing the effect of 
light and shade by the degree 
of closeness of the stipples. It 
is to be noted that the stipples 
are not scratched into the 
surface, but hammered. The 
process must have been ex- 
tremely laborious, but the result 
is not without its charm. 
Looked at directly through 
the transparency of the glass, 
the design is hardly visible : 
it needs to be seen at an angle 
to the rays of light to be fully 
etfective. 

In several cases Greenwood 
has signed dated 
engraved glasses, these 
dates range between 1722 and 
1749. One bearing the date 
1722 is in the Schloss Museum 
at Berlin. It is engraved with 
a figure of Apollo among clouds, 
the design being based on an 
etching by Samuel Bottschild. 
Bottschild’s etching is a poor 
bodiless affair, and it is inter- 
esting to see the fullness and 
animation with which Green- 
wood has endowed the subject 
in transferring it to the glass. 
He was not an artist of great 
originality, but he may _ be 
credited with ingenuity and a 
thorough understanding of the 
capabilities of his material. 
His masterpiece is supposed to 
be a goblet, of similar size and 
shape to the one now _ illus- 
trated, in the Miihsam Collec- 
tion. On the front it is en- 
graved with the half-figure of 
a goddess, and on the other 
side with an elaborate park 
scene. It is signed and dated 
1728, and on the foot, inscribed 
with a diamond point, is the 
following verse :

TAPESTRIES 
OF LILLE 


S a centre of tapestry- 
A weaving Lille is of great 
antiquity, the first men- 

tion of it being in the year 13098. 
When the art was abandoned 
in Paris about 1422, weavers 
from that city emigrated to 
Lille, and there is mention of 
others in connection with the 
furniture tapestries sold to 
Charles the Bold of Burgundy 
in 1467. In the sixteenth cen- 
tury armorial tapestries were 
made there, and there is record 
of about twenty-six weavers 
towards the middle of the 
century. Later, the industry 
seems to have dwindled, but in 
1625 Van Quickelberghe, a 
skilful weaver of Oudenard, 
received a subsidy from _ the 
municipal authorities of Lille. 
He was followed by other 
weavers, mostly from Oudenard, 
and in the year 1684 two well 
known weavers of Brussels 
emigrated to Lille. They had 
worked at the Gobelins in Paris. 
Their names were Francois and 
André Pannemaker, father and 
son. At Lille they made land- 
scape tapestries, and _ their 
workshop lasted for thirty-five 
years. Another Brussels weaver, 
Jean de Melter, came to Lille 
in 1687, and to his workshop 
was due the prosperous con- 
dition of tapestry weaving in 
Lille. His daughter was married 
to Guillaume Werniers in 1700, 
and the fame of Lille tapestries 
was further increased. He pro- 
duced many figure subjects, 
the Story of Don Quixote, 
portraits of Baldwin, Count of 
Flanders and family, and many 
religious subjects. The most 


_ popular of all his works, how- 


ever, are his groups of peasants 
at their occupations, games and 
merrymakings as we see them 
in the pictures by Teniers.

These are even more decorative than the _ similar 
works by Brussels tapestry weavers. In most of them the 
landscape preponderates. In one series there is a very fine 
background of a chateau half shrouded in magnificent trees 
and surrounded by an extensive formal garden with parterres, 
fountains and garden buildings. In some of these the middle 
of the composition is occupied by a large tree, against which is 
displayed a luxuriant rose bush. The foreground is clumps of 
flowers, grass and herbs. Soft deep greens are the prevailing 
notes in the colour scheme. In this setting are placed groups 
of peasants, sometimes seated at a table playing cards—we can 
see the dismay in the players’ faces when one produces a hand 
of four aces! Sometimes they are playing skittles, sometimes 
engaged in a game of bowls, sometimes feasting, dancing, 
drinking, smoking. The panels are framed in brilliant borders 
of a formal character, the chief element being scrolls. Werniers’ 
tapestries generally bear his signature ‘‘ G. Werniers,”’ followed 
by the letters L and F with a shield containing a fleur-de-lis 
between. We illustrate one panel of a series of nine belonging 
to Mr. Basil Dighton of Savile Row. 

In the same possession are some remarkable embroidered 
coverings on a pair of walnut armchairs. The chairs in them- 
selves are remarkable for graceful line, correct proportion and 
fine workmanship. The backs are square-topped and_ slope 
slightly backwards. From them descend the arms in a graceful 
curve, with shoulders voluted and carved with acanthus, a feature 
repeated at the hands. A very uncommon feature enters into 
the composition of the legs. They begin under the seat-rail and 
are of square section for an inch or so, when they take the shape 
of an outward curving leaf, and finish with a graceful sweep 
with an inturning scroll foot carved with acanthus. The cross- 
stretchers support a spire of quaint form at their intersection. 
The chair is probably French and dates about 1690. The back 
is decorated with a petit-point panel of scroll outline. The 
subject is the vintage—a lady gathering grapes and handing 
them to another who kneels while emptying a basketful into a 
tub. The panel is placed in a blue framing upon which are 
worked conventional flowers and leaves in gros-point. The 
chair is one of a pair. The subject of the corresponding panel 
on the second example is peasants killing pigs. Probably the 
two chairs belong to a series having for subjects the months of 
the year. 

‘The enthusiasm of Flaxman for the art of Greece was 
responsible in a great measure not only for the application 
of its principles to the applied art of this country but for the 
actual copying of Greek objects in the late eighteenth and early 
nineteenth centuries. The vases and other objects by Wedgwood 
are perhaps the most striking examples of this phase, but other 
arts than pottery were likewise affected. A somewhat unusual 
instance of this in the silversmith’s craft takes the form of a 
pair of large silver-gilt vases standing about 13ins. high. They 
are the work of Benjamin Smith of London, made in the year 
1812, and are the property of Messrs. Carrington of Regent 
Street. Of very great decorative value and of exquisite work- 
manship, than these nothing could be more in accord with Late 
Georgian surroundings. The top is flat and circular, the 
decoration round the opening being a wreath of vine foliage 
and bunches of grapes, while the rim has for ornament a bold 
gadroon and dart pattern. Round the frieze is a Bacchanalian 
procession of dancing figures and graceful flowing drapery, a 
youth with pine staff supporting the limp figure of Silenus, the

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sprightly form 
of a Greek boy 
playing the 
double pipes, 
with others in 
relief. On the 
lower part of 
the bowl is a 
fluent pattern of 
acanthus of 
elaborate 
treatment. The 
handles are 
double and 
fluted, with a 
ring encircling 
them at the top, 
and at the junc- 
tion with the 
body of the 
vase are two 
bearded human 
masks. Stem 
and foot are 
chased with 
leaves and gad- 
roons. The base 
is of elaborate 
form, its chief 
feature being 
four demi-figures 
of fabulous 
animals com- 
posed of the head of a ram, the forelegs and claws of a lion 
with feathered wings, in the pose of a sphinx. The foundation 
on which they rest has been cut away in semi-circles between 
them, giving a curious quadripodal effect. Reproduced in pottery, 
the effect of these vases would be cold and hard, as in the case 
of those made by Wedgwood. Here the gold softens everything 
and suffuses it with an indescribable richness and quiet. 

One of Messrs. Carrington’s most precious possessions is 
a great silver toilet service made by David Willaume and dated 
1725. It was once the property of Alexander I, Czar of Russia, 
and a fully illustrated article dealing with it appeared in these 
columns May 19th, 1923. Its great number of pieces and its 
inportance as a masterpiece of the English silver of its age 
entitle it to a place in one of our national museums. 

In Messrs. M. Harris’ collection is a fine pair of arm- 
chairs from Broket Hall in Hertfordshire, with claw and _ ball 
feet both back and front. The arm supports, which are carved 
on the face with leaves, rake backwards sharply, and the covering 
is of Soho tapestry on a dark blue ground, the design consisting, 
on the back, of a fantastic ewer and grouped flowers; on the 
seat, of a bouquet of flowers. The tapestry is fixed to the 
framework with large brass nails and edged with a short fringe. 
A large oblong piece of decorative silk needlework here also 
deserves attention, evidently designed to form an important 
coloured incident on the wall where, framed and glazed, it has 
preserved its first freshness unimpaired. In the centre of the 
picture is a small Orpheus crowned with laurel, discoursing 
music not on the lute but a fiddle; and to the strains are 
gathered together the b‘rds of 
the air and the beasts of the fizlc, 
together with some mythical 
creatures, such as wyverns. 
Among the larger animals may 
be noticed a vigorously drawn 
rhinoceros, a giraffe, elephant, 
leopards and a “ wilderness of 
monkeys.” A serpent is 
wreathed round the central tree, 
and the air is filled with flocks 
of birds, herons, a black eagle, 
an owl, woodpecker, the whole 
rendered in soft yellows and 
browns and bluish greens. The 
large selection of birds and 
beasts was probably copied from 
some compendious natural his- 
tory, such as Jesner’s fully 
illustrated works. The single 
birds and beasts are combined 
into a very harmonious whole. 
At Messrs. Harris’ is also a 
small but richly carved basin 
stand, one of those wide carved 
Court cupboards that  con- 
tinued to be made in the 
provinces in the late years 
of the seventeenth century. 
This example is dated 1652 on 
the centre panel of the upper 
stage, which is, as usual, slightly 
recessed, and the cornice sup- 
ported by carved balusters, while 
the panels are all carved with 
flat formal ornament.

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NEW MOTIVES IN CAR DESIGN FOR 1925 


OR the past few years from the 

end of the war the progress and 

development of motor car design 

and construction might be sum- 

marised as consisting of efforts 
towards securing ever greater engine 
efficiency. In other words, better per- 
formance from cars of a given nominal 
power rating and concomitantly a continual 
reduction in engine sizes with no loss in 
performance on the road. In every way 
this line of development has justified 
itself and proved an excellent ideal. It 
has given us cars that, with running and 
maintenance expenses that a few years 
ago would have been considered as im- 
possible of practical attainment, have 
proved themselves endowed with a relia- 
bility and a capacity for hard work that 
could once have been secured only from 
vehicles with engines of from three to 
four times the capacity or power rating. 
And the new cars having safely emerged 
from the unfortunate period when it was 
apparently believed that small cars must 
necessarily be for small people, now offer 
the same or even better accommodation 
than their predecessors which, with greater 
over-all dimensions and with much more 
weight, had no really greater carrying 
capacity. Ina word, this excellent tendency 
might be summarised as a new science of 
weight reduction. For given size and 
capacity, the modern car weighs much 
less than its ancestor, and this reduction 
in weight has been effected by scientific 
methods. That is to say that, because 
a car is light it does not follow that it 
is any less durable than the much heavier 
vehicle it has supplanted. And with 
this reduction in weight—indeed, largely 
due to this reduction—has come this 
modern economy and improvement in 
performance. Assisted throughout by 
the continuous improvement in the effi- 
ciency of power units, weight reduction 
is the basic secret of the wonderful achieve- 
ments of which we read as being put 
up by the modern light car. 


TRUE LIGHT CARS. 


Now, all cars do not fall into what 
is officially known as the light car class ; 
but it is safe to say that by comparison 
with their predecessors all modern cars 
are light cars. And, paradoxically, this 
holds true even if the actual weight of a car 
of 1924 is higher than that of its prototype 
of, say, 1914. The modern car that scales 
the most may yet be the truly lighter car, 
because it may carry much more equipment 
than did its predecessor, and also because 
its power-to-weight ratio is higher. And 
power-to-weight ratio is the true index of 
the performance capacity of acar. A car 
of which each horse-power of the engine is 
called upon to haul only 1ewt. may justly 
be called a lighter car than one of which 
each engine horse-power has to haul 2cwt., 
even though the former may actually 
weigh more on the scales. It is in this 
sense, which is the only sense that matters, 
that modern cars may, by comparison with 
their ancestors, be called light cars. 

It may be recalled that the average 
running weights of the cars in this year’s 
R.A.C. small car trials were actually con- 
siderably higher than the average in the 
last trials held—ten years ago. And yet 


in 1924 the cars put up an average per- 
formance that was definitely superior 
to the best achieved in 1914. Their running 
costs as indicated by fuel and oil con- 
sumption and tyre wear, were actually 
much lower than those obtaining ten years 
ago, and their probable maintenance 
costs, judged on the basis of accessibility 
and general ease of maintenance, were 
certainly very much lower. To take an 
example from the other extreme of motor- 
ing scales, consider the 4o h.p. Napier. 
Without having actual figures before me, I 
would wager that the Napier of 1924 
weighs every bit as much as the equivalent 
model—in so far as such a thing can be 
accepted—of 1914. But the power-to- 
weight ratio of the modern Napier is 
very much higher than that of its prede- 
cessor of a decade ago, and its fuel and oil 
consumption and tyre wear are certainly 
very much less. In this sense, therefore, 
the modern Napier is a light car by com- 
parison with its predecessor. 

In large measure all this improvement 
has been due to the knowledge and ex- 
perience gained by the car maker in the 
manufacture of aeroplanes during the war. 
The exacting demands of the air service 
had to be satisfied with machines and 
engines built to standards of lightness 
combined with strength that had never 
previously been thought of in connection 
with any mechanical structure, and engine 
efficiencies attained figures equally sur- 
prising. All this work was bound to affect 
the peace products of those who carried 
it out, and as the car maker was best 
fitted by both experience and equipment 
for the manufacture of aeroplanes, it has 
naturally followed that the motor car 
has been influenced more than anything 
else by the science of aeronautics and the 
construction of its instruments. 


THE LIMITS OF HIGH POWER-TO- 
WEIGHT RATIOS. 


But there are now quite definite in- 
dications that these tendencies towards 
ever decreasing weights and ever in- 
creasing engine efficiencies are coming to 
anend. The fact of the matter is that 
they have gone far enough. They have 
given us cars with a performance and 
economy of operation that satisfy all 
modern requirements and, having served 
their purpose, they are now giving way 
to other and more modern demands. 
Far from having been mistaken, these 
old tendencies have more than justified 
the attention that has been devoted to 
their development. They have given us 
cars that will do all that we can reason- 
ably expect the car to do in the matter 
of performance and economy, and cars 
that will do all that our modern roads 
will allow them to do. Further exploita- 
tion of these lines of progress would in 
large. measure be mistaken policy and 
wasted effort, at least as applied to cars 
intended for ordinary use on the roads. In 
the sphere of racing, the tendencies will con- 
tinue to apply and to be developed, but the 
racing car of to-day is now far outstripping 
the touring car of several to-morrows. 

No longer is it true to say that the 
racing car of to-day is the touring car of 
to-morrow, for whereas in the old days 
there was a reasonable hope that the 


performance of the racing car would become 
that of the touring vehicle, to-day we do 
not want it. The car of 11 h.p.—or any 
other power, for that matter—that will 
cover 200 miles in less than two hours 
is of no use to the ordinary motoring public, 
though the lessons that have been learnt 
in its design and production may well 
come in useful when our roads have at- 
tained that ugly ideal of real utility for 
fast travel which still lies years ahead. 


NEEDS DUE TO THE ROADS. 


And so it comes about that the 
lines of development that have been 
indicated and developed by car racing 
and aeroplane service in the past are 
not the lines of development that will 
be followed by the car designer of the 
immediate future. When we have roads 
that have been designed and constructed 
for really fast long-distance traffic these 
tendencies will almost certainly be revived, 
and the experience that has been accumu- 
lated in the sphere of racing in the mean- 
time will be such that satisfaction of the 
new demands will be rapidly forthcoming. 
But at present we are content with cars 
that, with engine ratings of well under 
10 h.p., will average their 40 m.p.h. and 
touch their mile a minute on occasion, 
that will do their forty miles or more 
on a gallon of fuel, and that will run their 
ten or fifteen thousand miles without 
mechanical trouble or change of tyres. 
We are content with our luxury cars 
of over 20 h.p. that will do the same things 
with greater comfort to their occupants. 
It would be easy to obtain cars that will 
do much more than all these things, but 
we do not want them because we could 
not take advantage of their increased 
capacities. In a word, we are content 
with these cars because we know that if 
we had better we could not take advantage 
of their superiority. Further development 
along these lines, that have been so valuable 
during the last few years, would be wasted 
development, because our roads would 
not allow us to take advantage of it. 


A NEW LINE OF PROGRESS. 


Because the evolution of the human 
race and the things associated with 
it can never stand still—it must always 
either advance or become _ retrogressive 
—and because we have not yet reached 
the stage when we are _ willing for 
automobile design to stagnate or recede, 
new lines of progress have been opened 
out. These may be summarised in a 
few words: increased comfort and in- 
creased controllability of our cars. The 
search for efficiency and improved 
performance combined with increased 
economy has very naturally been con 
ducted at the expense of other desirable 
motor car attributes. While the big and 
luxurious car is essentially a comfortable 
vehicle in which to ride, its comfort has 
not been increased in proportion to its 
performance, and in many cases the 
performance of the small car has been 
improved and, indeed, achieved at the 
expense of its comfort. Atthe forthcoming 
Olympia Show we shall, therefore, find 
greater comfort rather than improved per- 
formance as the characteristic of 1925 
models.

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MARINE MOTORING 


HERE are two kinds of motoring. 

In fact, there are several, but the 

normally constituted family Briton 

does not consider seriously the 

claims of flying or the joys of 
splitting ear drums—his own or other 
people’s—via motor cycle. To him there 
is motoring on the land and there is motor- 
ing on the water. Whether he owns a 
car or not he knows all about land motor- 
ing and is only too anxious to display 
his intimate knowledge of the industry 
that produces motor cars, to make com- 
parisons that may not be odious but which 
are certainly fantastic between Rolls and 
Lanchester and to discuss the pros and 
cons of the total abolition of the speed 
limit. But as for motoring on the water, 
he is generally content with a feeling of 
envy when he sees a spotlessly white 
cabin cruiser with its occupants lazily 
and coolly lolling on deck gliding past 
the front at Brighton on which he perspires 
under the broiling sun and gasps for air 
among the crowds who have followed him 
from where he hoped to leave them— 
Town. (This, of course, was not this 
year.) 

But did he but know, many men 
with less money than he own their cabin 
cruisers which they would not change 
for a complete stud of the world’s best 
motor cars. And would he but go to 
any south coast resort between Southsea 
and Plymouth he would be surprised at 
the large number of craft of all sizes that 
he would see piloted and owned by men 
with but little more knowledge of the 
sea than he himself might command. 
Motoring afloat, like motoring on land, 
has long ceased to be the prerogative of a 
fortunate few, and one of the most inter- 
esting lessons I have learnt myself in a 
year’s ownership of a cabin cruiser is the 
enormous and growing interest that is 
being taken in the sport by all sections 
of the community in all parts of the country. 

“Yes, you might be able to do it. 
You will need these six Admiralty charts, 
which cost 7s. 6d. each, you must have 
the best compass you can accommodate, 
which will be £5 5s.; and just to be pre- 
pared for eventualities you had _ better 
have a sextant and chronometer, which 
I can loan you for a nominal fee of £5 5s. 
on payment of {100 deposit.” The enter- 
prising Thames-side boat builder was 
giving a few last words of advice after 
he had finished fitting us out and just as 
we were making final preparations for 
our departure. But the Admiralty charts 


he showed us did no more than baffle us 
hopelessly by their masses of figures, 
and none of us knew the difference between 
a chronometer and an ordinary watch, 


nor did we know which way to hold a 
sextant nor what to look for through its 
mysteries. And I had a pocket compass 
which, having proved sufficiently accurate 
to control gunfire in the good old days, 
was, I knew, quite good enough for the 
sea where accuracy 
would be ata discount. 
At least I thought I 
knew, but that is part 
of the story. 


CAR ENGINES IN 
BOATS. 


And so ’twas 
Friday eve when we 
set sail from a de- 
serted up-river port. 
Actually we did not 
set sail at all, we 
started the engine, but 
that won’t fit in the 
thyme of the song, 
and anyway it was 
an equally creditable 
if rather less pictu- 
resque achievement. 
Oh! that engine! 
People often ask what 
becomes of all the old motor cars and their 
engines when they are no longer fitted for 
service on the road. Well, I will reveal 
the secret, at least as regards the engines. 
They go into motor boats. When an 
engine is past reliable service on the road, 
you put it into a boat and trust your 
life to it amid the perils of the deep! 
Queer perhaps, but facts are facts. 

The crack marine engineer or naval 
architect will tell you most emphatically 
that to put a car engine in a boat is 
disastrous. But as a marine motorist of 
a year’s experience I know all these 
authorities to be hopelessly wrong. True, 
if a car engine of a given R.A.C. rating be 
put into a boat and expected to give the 
same power output as a marine engine 
of the same actual or brake horse power 
rating, the result will be comic. But if 
a marine engine of, say, Io b.h.p. be 
replaced by a car engine of not less than 
double this rating, the results may be 
entirely satisfactory. 

Our auxiliary ketch, the Lady Madge 
(length, 3o0ft.; beam, toft.; draught, 
2ft. 6ins.; shape double ended, material 
double skin teak—in a word, a converted 
lifeboat), would require about 10 b.h.p. 
to drive her at six knots. Our four- 
cylinder Brasier, which must have seen 
at least thirteen years’ service on the road 
before being installed in the boat, had a 
bore of 90mm., which gives a rating of 
20 h.p., and at its normal running speed 
in the boat of 650 r.p.m. its actual output

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must have been about 9 h.p. At any 
rate, it gave us very little less than six 
knots. 


THE BEGINNING OF ADVENTURE. 


No, I am not forgetting that Friday 
eve, nor am I ever likely to. We were 
due to start at 1.30 p.m., so as to be sure 
of a favourable tide down-river. It was

4.30 when we cast off, and we had covered 
about one hundred yards when the magneto 
chain jumped off. We were nicely in 
mid-stream, and urged by a spring tide 
an enormous stone bridge began to rush 
up to meet us. I stopped its headlong 
career by dropping the anchor of the 
Lady Madge nicely in the path of the 
tugs and barges that ply up and down the 
River Thames chiefly to get in the way 
and annoy small private craft. 

Now the Lady Madge has a crew. 
As the one with least control over his 
cheque book I do all the paying, and so 
am entitled to be called the skipper. 
As evidence of the unbounded enthusiasm 
that yachting can arouse in the bosom 
of its devotees I may say that the 
stewardess qualified for her position by 
marrying me. Then there is the engineer. 
James is a cheery fellow who handles red- 
hot sparking plugs or dives into ice cold 
water—for enjoyment—with absolute in- 
difference. That he could buy up the 
Lady Madge and her owner several times 
over does not cause him to object to my 
yelling down from the quayside in a 
popular resort, ‘“‘ James, get the engine 
started, I am coming aboard.’ But we 
were as yet a long way from pleasure 
resorts. 

Having dropped the anchor, I turned 
aft to talk confidential-like to the engine in 
the manner in which I had been instructed 
by a communicative bargee a few days 
previously. Education is a magnificent 
thing, and true it is that one never knows 
when its benefits will be most useful 
and appreciated. But James’ hands had 
got busy before my words, and while my 
vocabulary was far from exhausted the 
engine chipped in with a repressive sort 
of cough. I was round about the twelfth 
letter of the alphabet when it began to 
purr most evenly and delightfully. Up 
for’ard once again, up with the anchor 
and we were madly careering down river 
through that horrible bridge that now 
seemed fixed firmly enough. 


AMONG THE BIG STUFF. 


It was in the Pool, just below Tower 
Bridge, that we had our first experience 
of the objectionable character of ocean- 
going steamers in motion and at close 
quarters. She looked a fine sight coming up- 
stream, and we went closer to investigate. 
We really came off very lucky with only 
three broken drinking glasses and two 
saucers, a most undignified sprawl across 
the cockpit on the part of the stewardess, 
and another though quite brief call upon 
that kind bargee’s vocabulary on the 
part of myself. One learns by experience.

It was quite dark as we threaded our 
way through that wonderful thing, a free 
ferry service, which runs off Woolwich. 
Barges under full sail were now all over the 
river—or so it seemed to us—and _ there- 
fore it was not long after, that, not know- 
ing where we were or whether we were 
breaking every rule and law that regu- 
lated the traffic of sea or river, we 
groped a way close inshore to the left 
bank of the river and dropped our hook 
for the night. All was deadly still, not 
a ripple on the water, not a sound from 
the shore. 

And then the fun began. Without 
warning of any sort the Lady Madge 
gave a terrific lurch to starboard, another 
to port and away flew our cooking supper 
off the stove. And then perfect peace 
almost at once. After an interval of about 
an hour there came the same unexpected 
and. inexplicable jerks. We finally dis- 
covered that it was due to the waves of 
approaching steamers, but from that day 
to this we have found no explanation of 
the fact that under such conditions a 
steamer can send its wash on ahead. 
We would see a boat coming up stream, 
and when it was about half a mile away 
we would have this awful motion. The 
motion would disappear, the steamer 
would come on and pass, and we would 
feel no more of it. 


A THAMES ESTUARY SWELL. 


Up with the sunrise, which was not 
really so very early, and off again as far 
as Gravesend, where we found a friendly 
bargee who would help us with his sprit 
to raise our lowered masts. Apart from 
the various tide-races of the south coast— 
there are three of these noted horrors, 
but as expert navigators we have been 
caught in four—the Lady Madge has never 
given us such a stirring as she did alongside 
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this barge where we had optimistically 
hoped to enjoy breakfast. 

As with masts erected we left Graves- 
end the wind began to freshen and in the 
next reach we had our first experience 
of the Lady Madge in a sea-way. It was 
really a most gratifying experience, for 
with propeller well out of the water one 
minute and white horses looking down on 
our aft deck the next we never shipped a 
spot, and we felt greatly fortified for the 
open sea that lay ahead. It must be 
remembered that we were not navigators 
or sailors, and we were under no illusions 
on the matter. Like most Britons, how- 
ever, we thought we knew far more about 
the sea than we really did, but there is 
this difference between motoring on the 
sea and on land. On the latter you may 
go on for years thinking you know all 
there is to be known, even though you are 
but a child at the game. On the sea you 
very soon realise that there is something 
not only to learn but that must be learnt, 
and you either learn it or you do not 
pass on the benefit of your experience to 
others. 

The Lady Madge might be proving 
herself an excellent sea boat and we might 
be really enjoying our lessons in spite of 
the slight anxiety that must necessarily 
attend any such new experience, but we 
were heartily glad when we opened up 
Sheerness. We crossed the bar and 
entered that rather pathetic looking but 
magnificent harbour in fine style. And 
then the fun began for a second time. 
First we dropped anchor just south of 
the pier and soon realised that we were 
not holding. Drifting towards the pier 
at an uncomfortable and _ accelerating 
speed, we had to start the engine. We 
did it and the dinghy painter promptly 
wrapped itself round the propeller, so 
that the dinghy broke adrift and the boat 
was naturally uncontrollable. Violent 
swinging of the starting handle with the 
gear in reverse so as to turn the propeller 
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backwards at last unwound the painter, 
and then just as the engine was ably 
restarted by James off came the mag. 
chain and broke in so doing! And so off 
we started on a drift out to sea with a 
strong tide and wind both helping. We 
skirted the end of the pier by pure luck, 
and the anchor hurriedly cast overboard 
now failed to touch bottom! A signal of 
distress seemed to be indicated, but 
we decided to wait and see, and as luck 
would have it the anchor suddenly not 
only touched bottom but held. 

We were, however, helpless, for the 
magneto chain was beyond repair, and 
very glad we were to accept the offer of a 
police boat to tow us back to a safe anchor- 
age. This, however, was one of the 
things that are easier said than done, 
for when we came to up our anchor we 
found it would not budge. It had caught 
in some submarine cable or old mooring 
or big ship anchor. It took the united 
efforts of two burly policemen and the 
Lady Madge’s crew working from the deck 
of the police launch to raise our hook. 

Repairs to inner men, to magneto and 
to dinghy painter kept us in Sheerness 
until well into the following afternoon, 
and it was 3.30 before we were again at 
sea heading east. As darkness fell— 
this was before summer time—we were 
still heading east, and except by judging 
some lights on our starboard beam to be 
about five miles away, we had not the 
vaguest idea where we were. We soon 
had some sort of indication. 

Ploughing merrily along and thinking 
of nothing but the next harbour and 
supper, our pleasant ruminations were 
rudely interrupted by a bump, and then 
another and another much bigger bumps ! 
It must be Margate Sand we thought, 
sand of some sort or name it certainly was, 
and to call it Margate seemed most encour- 
aging. But we could see no lights of th» 
town and lacking any indication as tv 
which way to turn—there were various

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blinking buoys and lightships in the 
distance, but they conveyed nothing to 
us—we kept straight on. That we emerged 
successfully may be guessed from the 
presence of this history, but we learnt 
afterwards that the car spotlight that 
we had put out to detect any sandbanks 
ahead had been mistaken from the shore 
for a signal of distress, and that there 
had been serious thoughts of despatching 
the lifeboat to our aid! We have electric 
light on board and we have formed the 
very definite conclusion that of all the 
possible incidental items of equipment 
on a small boat electric light is easily the 
most valuable and the last to be sacrificed 
for any reason. 


OUR FIRST TIDE-RACE. 


It was off Dover that we had our 
first experience of really bad _ seas. 
There is a miniature tide-race off the 
western entrance to the harbour, and 
the back-wash from the stone walls 
churns up a very nasty boil when there 
is anything of a breeze from the south- 
west. We came through without trouble, 
but we felt several times that it was touch 
and go with us. In the light of after 
events and a much worse doing off Durlston 
Head I think our fears were groundless, 
but nevertheless intend to give Dover a 
very wide berth in the future if there is 
a breath of prevailing wind, and advise 
other inexperienced owners of small craft 
to do the same, for ease and comfort to 
body and mind if not fer reasons of actual 
safety. 

Whenever you go into a_ strange 
harbour you find your craft the centre of 
attention on the part of all the long- 
shoremen, who come out in boats offering 
to pilot you in. Only once did we take 
advantage of these offers, and the result 
was the nearest approach we have ever 
had to real and serious disaster. It was 
off Rye, which is now a purely tidal 
harbour, and in spite of the map has a 
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very twisty entrance, that we found a 
shrimper wading half a mile out to sea 
and on interrogation he offered—for a 
quite useful consideration—to pilot us in 
at midnight, which would be the earliest 
when there would be enough water. 
He got us in all right, but left us in the 
middle of the terrific tide stream that 
runs, with the result that we dragged our 
anchor and instead of settling on a com- 
fortable mud bottom, as had been promised 
us, settled on a steep shingle bank. 


A 3 a.m. SHINGLE ENCAMPMENT. 


Fortunately, the noise of the shifting 
shingle woke us up, and it was all hands 
on deck and quick about it. On one side 
was dry shingle, on the other was a roaring 
torrent of deep water—I am not exaggerat- 
ing at all—and the boat was settling down 
at the nose with a heavy and increasing 
list to starboard. We had children on 
board, and James and I had to hang on 
to a line run up to the top of the mast 
while their mother got them ashore. 
And while the boat finished her settling 
and by the grace of Providence did not 
go right over we camped on the top of 
the shingle bank at 3 a.m. of an April 
morning and drank hot cocoa and made 
comfortable beds of rugs and overcoats. 
When the tide returned the boat lifted 
again without incident, but the mess 
inside was horrible. The yachtsman who 
looks for adventure seldom fails to find 
it, but we do not want a recurrence of 
the Rye touch, for it is not pleasant to 
have to stand helplessly by while your 
precious craft and beloved home may be 
hopelessly damaged. 

From Rye to Chichester and from 
Chichester Harbour, where is our perma- 
nent mooring, down to Devon and back 
we have cruised with never an unenjoyable 
moment. There have been a few anxious 
times it is true, as when we negotiated 
the tide-races off Durlston Head and Anvil 
Point—strangely enough, we did not 
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notice the more notorious race off St. 


Alban’s Head—and Portland Bill, but if . 


taken at the proper time and with fair 
weather none of these need woztry the 
owner of any good sea boat. Under 
unfavourable conditions, however, all are 
highly dangerous and the weather was as 
unfavourable as it could be—a strong 
south-easter was blowing—as we came 
round Anvil Point. 


A NEW ENGINE. 


Since we started from London we 
have had a new engine in the Lady Madge, 
and it is significant that although many 
marine engines were available, I chose a 
six-cylinder car engine. It is rated at 
30 h.p., and its normal speed in the boat 
of 700 r.p.m. gives us an easy 7 knots 
as normal cruising speed, while we can 
speed up to 8} knots on occasion. It 
has proved a great improvement over its 
four-cylinder predecessor, and is much 
more economical than any marine engine 
with a similar power output could be, 
for it drinks petrol at the modest 
rate of only a gallon an hour at normal 
speed. 

And what shall we say about marine 
motoring as compared with that on land ? 
To us who are perhaps a trifle blasé with 
the crowded highways and the irritating 
regulations it is impossible always to 
avoid, the great charm of the sea is its 
freedom. You can go where you like 
and you may do what you like—at your 
own risk. There is no one to say you 
nay outside the artificial harbours, and in 
few of these are regulations at all insistent 
or inconvenient. And so soon as one has 
learnt how to deal with the longshoreman 
who look upon yacht owners as fair prey, 
marine motoring, judged by time and 
not by distance, is much cheaper than 
that on land. It costs you more to do 
100 miles, but you can have a week’s holiday 
afloat for less than the cost of a week-end 
ashore.

FROM THE EDITOR’S BOOKSHELF 


The House of the Arrow, by A. E. W. 

Mason. (Hodder and Stoughton, 7s. 6d.) 
NOBODY really envies the innocent man 
accused of murder and it seems unlikely that 
many of us devote our day dreams to imagining 
ourselves in that situation, and yet the appeal 
of the murder mystery is felt by all sorts and 
conditions of men and women and satisfied 
by hoards of competent novelists. Mr. Mason 
has contrived to put into his latest mystery 
an atmosphere which is a little unusual in 
such fiction. Jim Frobisher, the junior partner 
in a firm of family lawyers, hurries to France 
to protect the interests of Betty Harlowe, 
accused of murdering her aunt and benefac- 
tress, and the old house in Dijon in which 
he finds her has a rare quality of its own which 
lifts the whole story out of the commonplace. 
Harraud, the great French detective, who 
amuses himself by literally making circles 
around the intelligent but slow Mr. Frobisher, 
is a very pleasing creation, and as Mr. Mason 
with his help puts up suspect after suspect, 
only to knock each down and finish with a 
dramatic surprise, the reader must have no 
taste in mysteries who is not properly thrilled, 
though perhaps a twinge of regret that the 
criminal is who the criminal is—one must 
avoid the too explanatory he or she—will 
linger in the minds of those who cannot be 
quite satisfied without a happy ending. 


Knight-At-Arms, by H. C. Bailey. 
7s. 6d.) 

VERY perfect gentle knights are Mr. Bailey’s 
speciality, and he moves them with ease and 
distinction about the coloured fields of medizval 
history. But perhaps Silvain de St. Lo, the 
hero of his new romance, is just a thought too 
perfect, a shade too gentle for human nature’s 
food, even in fiction. One weakness would 
have made him more real, endeared him more 
to us than all the smooth-flowing chronicle 
of his impregnable chivalry, his soft speech, 
his fearless laughter, his noble sayings (each 
with the right little thrill to it), not to mention 
his everlasting escapes from deadly danger. 
We have an uneasy suspicion that all this is 
the kind of thing that Mr. Bailey can do in 
his sleep—and that perhaps he has been doing 
it. At any rate, we miss something that is 
in his books at their best: a delicate poetry, 
a restrained tenderness that comes from the 
heart though it is rigorously censored by the 
head. Knight-At-Arms has a certain perfection, 
in short, but it is a perfection verging on the 
mechanical.

The Two Strange Men, by J. Storer 

Clouston. (Nash and Grayson, 7s. 6d.) 
CONFRONTED with a serious book written 
by a humorist, one is apt to tremble slightly, 
for it is well known that when a successful 
writer of funny books turneth away from 
his humour it is usually to write a heart- 
searching novel or play, having as its modest 
aim the moral regeneration of the human 
race. Readers, are, naturally, not always in 
a mood to be regenerated; but they may 
safely approach this book without fear that 
it will do them any good beyond interesting 
them for an hour or so, which is an unqualified 
good in itself. Another humorist, Mr. Barry 
Pain, once wrote a book all about an angelic 
visitor, and we feared that Mr. Storer Clouston’s 
“two strange men” might also be celestial 
in origin. Fortunately it turned out that they 
came from quite the opposite region. By trying 
hard to murder a nice young man and his uncle 
they banished all such thoughts; but the 
attempt provides a very engrossing yarn.

McKim, Mead and White, by C. H. Reilly. 
(Benn Brothers, 10s. 6d. each.) 
ONE of the problems of architects to-day is 
the question of ornamental detail. How precise 
should be the architect’s sketches for enrich- 
ments, or how much be left to the originality, 
if he possess any, of the craftsman? Both 
these studies of, at first sight, widely dissimilar 
architects have a bearing on the question. 
Fischer von Erlach—the Viennese baroque 
counterpart of Wren (the two died within 
a few months of one another)—approached 
architecture as first and foremost providing 
an opportunity for the expression of an exuber- 
ant zest in life. But, as Mr. Lanchester points 
out in his admirable sketch, which pleads the 
whole case of baroque: ‘‘ Had it not been 
for the sympathetic support of the craftsmen 
employed, who themselves visualized their 
work in terms of the art of the period, such 
an output (as Fischer’s) would have been im- 


possible.” It will be argued that craftsmen 
to-day do not visualise their art in any terms 
but payment. Too often, though, they are not 
given the encouragement that would lead to 
a higher conception of their craft. This was 
one of the achievements of McKim, Mead 
and White, that great firm of American archi- 
tects, still practising, who revolutionised 
architecture not only in America, but by 
influence in this country as well. Working on 
a huge scale in a country devoid of traditional 
craftsmen, they solved the problem by enlarging 
their draughting room to a previously unheard 
of extent, and concentrated the craftsman ele- 
ment there in the shape of skilled draughtsmen, 
experts in design and decoration, and a splendid 
library. McKim, the big charming puritan, 
worked, like so many of his great predecessors, 
with next to no drawings. But, unlike them, 
his draughtsmen would repeatedly systematise 
his rough sketches till, by united effort, the 
building was settled and drawn to the smallest 
detail. Then, and not till then, were the designs 
turned over to the contractor. His achievement, 
as interpreted by Professor Reilly, was to direct 
the taste of an incredibly rich country towards 
the beauties of classicism.

F. C. Luxmoore. 
Exeter, £5 5s.) 

IT is a pity that the wide knowledge and 
experience of the author, and eollector of 
most of the pieces here illustrated, was not 
set forth in a more intelligible form. The 
fault is partly attributable to the make-up 
of the book, which scatters the pages of print 
in a sea of illustrations, thct reproduce 
some four hundred specimens. Much of the 
book is a categorical description of the illus- 
trations, repeating in words what is immediately 
apparent to the eye. Little is added to our 
knowledge of the origin of the ware or the 
circumstances of its introduction from Flanders 
and Germany. There is, however, a good list 
of makers and their marks. We are sorry 
not to be able to notice this work more favour- 
ably, for much trouble has evidently been 
expended upon it.

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FASHION FAVOURS THE SLIM FUR COAT IN

HE dress problem for day wear in the winter is far less 
varied and exacting, and consequently easier to solve, 
than is that for summer, if—always the big if—one is 
the possessor of a really good and smart fur wrap. 
The cat, rat and rabbit, especially cultivated for the 
purpose and most skilfully handled and dyed, are all very well for 


trimming purposes and, perhaps, an occasional 
small fur. But a coat or cloak must be 
of some genuine pelt; and our arbiters of 
modes are more insistent than ever that this 
decree shall be fulfilled. As a matter of fact, 
they frankly refuse to recognise any fur 
that is not rich, handsome and of high-class 
quality, for this purpose.

Against the deep rich sombre back- 
ground of seal-musquash there is introduced, 
in the model illustrated, a novel tunic effect 
of pure white ermine which is repeated in a 
straight collar and the sleeves, which can 
be worn open or closed. 

Another particularly happy combination 
to be seen in these salons is a seal-musquash 
with hem, collar and sleeve trimming of 
marten dyed fitch, the whole lined through 
with fawn crushed satin. 

grey broché velvet provided an 
imprévu appearance to a cloak with slits 
for the arms to pass through, of black Persian 
lamb—a wrap that a woman with a flair 
for wearing these rather loose degagé affairs 
as they should be worn, with a certain care- 
less elegance, will find much to her taste. 

Absolutely unique, too, in the way the 
skins are worked is a long moleskin coat.
